With reference to his remarks concerning our inves-I 
tigation of James Lynch, a private investigator employed by 
Senator Dodd, this is to advise that these remarks are com- 
pletely untrue. We did conduct an investigation concerning,, 
an alleged impersonation of an FBI Agent by James Lynch basedi 
on a call Mr. Anderson made to the Department on March 23,...; ;~ 
I960, to the effect that Mr, Lynch in conducting investigation 
in Washington, 0. C. , had represented himself to be da FBI 
Agent. 

Our Special Agents contacted all individuals known 
to have been approached by Mr. Lynch and each stated that 
Mr. Lynch did not represent himself to be an FBI Agent. These 
individuals stated that Mr. Lynch clearly advised them that 
he was a private investigator and that he formerly worked for 
the FBI. On March 24, 1966, the U. S. Attorney »s Office, 
Washington, D. C. , declined prosecution. A report setting- 
out the results of this investigation and including the 
opinion of the ti.

Jack N. Anderson, co-author with Drew Pearson of

Anderson advised that Drew Pearson received a letter f 
dated 4/7/66 from Assistant Attorney General Vinson concerning \

He indicated 
he was sick and tired of the un$ue delay in the investigation 
and stressed that if the FBI, the Department of Justice, and 
the Senate Ethics Committee are not interested in hearing his 
witnesses, he, Anderson, has enough friends on Capitol Hill 
to get some other committee to take the testimony of his 
witnesses. He said he was determined to have the testimony of 
his witnesses taken even if he has to have them placed under 
oath and testify before a press conference. Anderson remarked 
that the Attorney General cannot suppress this testimony and 
that he, Anderson, is determined to get it before the American 
public and that he would let it be known that the FBI has 
refused to interview his witnesses. 

Anderson was critical of the Bureau's impersonation 
investigation of James Lynch (a private investigator employed 
by Senator Dodd) and commented to the effect that the FBI 
"brushed the investigation off." Anderson also criticized 
the fact that interviews were conducted in Dodd's office under 
conditions which made it possible for Dodd's "stoogies" to 
overhear the subject matter discussed. 

TRUE FACTS WITH RESPECT TO ANDERSON'S COMMENTS: 

On 3/4/66 during our review of records made available 
by Anderson, he advised our Agents that his sources would be 
willing to be interviewed by the FBI provided they would be 
granted immunity. The Agents told Anderson that the FBI 
could not grant immunity to anyone and on 3/8/66 a memorandum 
was forwarded to Assistant Attorney General Vinson to this 
effect. We furnished the Department a report on 3/18/66 
enclosing copies of approximately 5,000 documents made avail- 
able by Anderson concerning possible violations of Federal 
law on behalf of Dodd. To date, the Department has requested 
no further investigation into the activities of Dodd. Up to 
this point, Anderson has declined to identify his sources. 
He was informed by Agents on 4/12/66 that the Department 
had not requested us to interview his sources or to conduct 
any investigation of the allegations against Senator Dodd 
and that no such inquiries would be made until the Bureau 
was so requested by the Department. 

Pearson and Anderson did visit the Attorney General 
in late March, 1966. This visit was followed by a letter to 
the Attorney General from Pearson and Anderson which was 
extremely nasty and claimed that the Department was "white- 
washing" the Dodd allegations. The Attorney General indicated 
that Assistant Attorney General Vinson would be given the

job of answering this letter. 

With regard to Anderson* s concern that the Bureau 
and the Department seem reluctant to interview his witnesses 
concerning Dodd's wrongdoing, it is to be noted that this 
matter is in the hands of the Department, We furnished them 
a report enclosing copies of approximately 5,000 documents 
made available by Anderson, We have received no request from 
the Department to make any further inquiries in connection with 
possible violations by Dodd, 

Anderson remarked that the Bureau "brushed the 
investigation off" of James Lynch, a private investigator 
employed by Dodd, This comment is completely untrue and 
unjustified. We did inquire into an alleged impersonation 
of an FBI Agent by Lynch based on a call Anderson made to 
the Department on 3/23/66 to the effect that Lynch, in con- 
ducting investigation in Washington, D, C, , had represented 
himself to be an FBI Agent, All individuals known to have 
been approached by Lynch were interviewed and each stated 
that Lynch did not represent himself to be an FBI Agent, 
He clearly advised these persons that he was a private in- 
vestigator and a former FBI Agent, On 3/24/66, the U, S. 
Attorney's Office, Washington, D, C, , declined prosecution 
and a report of our investigation and the U. S. Attorney 1 s 
opinion was sent to the Criminal Division, 

The allegations that interviews were conducted in 
Dodd's office under conditions which made it possible for 
Dodd f s "stoogies" to overhear, Is completely without foundation. 
Our Special Agents did interview Dodd f s employees in connection 
with our inquiry into the theft of records from Dodd's office. 
These interviews were conducted in rooms made available to 
the Agents in the Senate Office Building. There were no other 
members of Dodd f s staff present during these interviews nor 
were the interviews conducted under circumstances where they 
could be overheard by other employees of the Senator's office. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

It is obvious that Anderson is attempting to becloud 
the real issues and to discredit the Department and the Bureau 
by means of making unfounded and completely false allegations 
in an effort to divert attention from his wrongdoing in ob- 
taining records from Dodd f s office. It is felt undesirable 
to attempt to straighten him out in this regard as this would 
only result in his making further baseless charges against 
the Bureau and the Department^.

Julius^Klein Replies To DrewPearson Charges 



IN SEVERAL articles, 
Drew Pearson printed smears 
and personal attacks on me. 
I would appreciate it if you 
would print this letter of 
mine as a summary of my 
comments to all his articles 
in which he mentioned me. 

Senator Dodd will have an 
opportunity to air his matter 
before the Senate Committee 
and he also has the forum of 
the Senate to answer Mr. 
Pearson's attacks. I am de- 
prived of such privilege as a 
private citizen. 

Summarizing Mr. Pear- 
son's attacks, I would like to 
quote the distinguished 
Washington correspondent 
John Chamberlain in an arti* 
cle in the Washington Post 
of March 11, 1966 in regard 
to my correspondence with 
Senator Dodd: 

"But the recent attempt to 
give a sinister twist to his 
correspondence with General 
Julius Klein, a quite legiti- 
mate representative of West 
German industry and the 
West German government, 
has backfired. It turns out 
that some 20 other legisla- 
tors including Senator Javits 
have also praised Klein for 
competence and probity." 

Further, I quote from the 
Capitol Hill of March 1966, 
only one paragraph of a 
lengthy editorial in which 
they comment on Pearson's 
articles: 

"The next damning piece 
of chicanery was evident in 
publishing sentences out of 
context and taking two sepa- 
rate sentences from two dif- 
ferent letters, splicing them 
together to distort the true 
meaning of the writer. Much 
like editing and splicing a 
tape."

THIS letter is sent to you 
because of the growing con- 
cern of the misuse of our 
free press institutions by 
some columnists who are 
abusing the precious privi- 
leges entrusted to them, and 
the syndication of such arti- 
cles provides those who 
abuse that privilege with an 
amplified voice that reaches 
millions of readers. The 
printed word in an American 
newspaper can be an im- 
mense force for good or evil, 
depending upon the sense of 
responsibility of those whose 
voices are committed to pryit. 

Drew Pearson is notorious 
in the newspaper profession 
as a sewer sweeper and as a 
master of brewing poisonous 
innuendo from what he 
scoops up. He has outdone 
himself in his series attempt- 
ing at once to smear the rep- 
utation of Senator Thomas 
Dodd and to ruin my stand- 
ing with my friends in Wash- 
ington and elsewhere, my 
clients in Germany, and my 
Jewish co-religioajsts. 
It is regrettable that re- 
sponsible newspapers would 
lend themselves to this cam- 
paign by printing the scrap- 
ings of one whose reputation 
was well summarized by Sen- 
ator George A. Smathers a 
few years ago when he said: 

"I am hereby joining two 
Presidents (Roosevelt and 
Truman), 27 senators and 83 
congressmen in describing 
Drew Pearson as an unmiti- 
gated liar." 

Pearson is an agile reptile. 
However, if his animosities 
had not led him to attack 
Senator Dodd and me, he 
could have pilloried — and 
with justice — the embit- 
tered scoundrel who rifled 
Senator Dodd's files for Pear- 
son to "uncover," as he 
phrases it.

NO REPUTABLE journal- 
ist would have used material 
so obtained without careful 
check, certainly not without 
giving an opportunity to re- 
ply, and scrupulous avoid- 
ance of distortion. 

But the thief knew where 
to take his material for 
brotherly co-operation. The 
result was a series of highly 
colored innuendoes, support- 
ed by partial quotations 
wrenched from context, or 
deliberately exaggerated and 
distorted. 

The gift by Mrs. Klein to 
Mrs. Dodd of a woven table 
scarf with a value of about

AS A registered agent for 
foreign clients I am in such 
distinguished company as 
Dean Acheson and George 
Ball. I have letters from Da- 
vid Ben-G u r i o n , former 



prime minister of Israel, and 
Golda Meir, former foreign 
minister, attesting to my 
activities in behalf of the 
State of Israel. Walter Dowl- 
ing, former U.S. Ambassador 
to Germany, is on record in 
praise of my patriotic co-op- 
eration and servica on behalf 
of the United States. (Pear- 
son calls me a "German 
agent." I am an American, 
registered under the law, 
like so many others, repre- 
senting foreign interests in 
the United States which 
bring dollars here.) 

I shall not cite here my 
war record which received 
the highest praise from Gen- 
eral MacArthur, Admirals 
Nimitz and Halsey and Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. It is a 
wicked deed to impugn the 
motives of a good Jew* and a 
patriotic American, who 
served his nation with devo- 
tion and honor in peace and 
war. 

No one who knows me will 
believe that I have been dis- 
loyal to my profession, my 
friends, my country or my 
religion — or to my com- 
rades-in-arms. Pearson was 
present at the Jewish Com- 
munity banquet in Chicago 
only a couple of weeks ago, 
where he was the principal 
speaker, when he witnessed 
the tributes paid me for my 
activities in Jewish life and 
for Israel. Since then he had 
a chance, if he is a good re- 
porter, to correct his pre- 
vious slander and tell his 
readers the true facts. 

My life and record is an 
open book. I am proud of 
that record.

Pearson Assailed for Dodd 'Smear 



To the Editor: 

Although I have written on 
previous occasions concerning 
the vicious falsehoods spread by

A Matter of Ethics 

For years columnist Drew Pearson has 
sniped at Thomas J, Dodd t the hand- 
some, white-maned Democratic senator 
from Connecticut, But in recent months 
Pearson and his sidekick. Jack Anderson, 
have stepped up the attack. Dodd, in 
turn, has responded to the drumfire of 
scandalous charges against him by ask- 
ing an investigation by the FBI and by 
the Senate's new ethics committee* By 
last week it seemed a showdown was 
inevitable—and that out of it might come 
the hottest front-page sensation on the 
Hill since the Bobby Baker case. News- 
week's chief Congressional correspond- 
ent Samuel S halter reports the story: 

Involved in the simmering controversy 
are the reputation and career of Tom 
Dodd, a two-term senator, former FBI 
agent, executive U<S, trial counsel at 
Nuremberg, good friend of ]♦ Edgar 
Hoover and perhaps the closest friend 
LBJ has in the Congress. Involved, too, 
is the possible criminal prosecution of 
Anderson and Pearson, who have won 
some battles with the high and mighty. 

A central personality in the conflict is 
flamboyant Washington lobbyist Maj. 
Gen. Julius Klein (retired), whose cli- 
ents include West Germany— and who, 
Hubert H. Humphrey said in 1962, has 
"more friends in the Senate and the 
House . . . than any man I know." A col- 
lateral issue is whether the new ethics 
committee, headed by Mississippi's judi- 
cious Sen. John Stennis, can effectively 
deal with allegations made against a 
senator. Finally, seasoning this complex 
brew is that nostalgic ingredient of past 
Washington scandals— a Persian rug. 

Pearson and Anderson made the rug 
an issue in the first of their recent spate 
of attacks on Dodd and his relationship 
with Julius Klein. The senator, they 
charged, had used his position as a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee 
"to help Klein hang onto his clients ' 
after the committee had publicly ex- 
plored his lobbying operations in its 1963 
inquiry on registered foreign agents. "In 
return," Anderson wrote, "Dodd has 
accepted expensive gifts from the West 
German agent {a Persian rug for the 
Dodd home, for example}/* The rug, it 
turned out, was a tiny (9- by 12-inch) 
Bavarian cotton imitation. Price: $3.. Ap- 
parently the columnists had been misled 



by a note on a Christmas card from the 
Kleins to the Dodds. "Your favorite 
flower vase may like to rest on this gen- 
uine Persian rug " it said. 

But how had a personal Christmas 
card fallen into the columnists' hands? 

Dodd charged that there had been a 
"massive theft" of letters and documents 
from his office files by disgruntled em- 
ployees, and it was this, as well as the 
conflict-of-interest allegations, that he 
asked the FBI and Stennis's committee 
to look into. Certainly the Pearson-An- 
derson columns seemed to be based on 
nearly total access to Dodd's private 
correspondence. They quoted from two 
Jetters, for instance, in which Klein 
asked Dodd to deliver speeches YA&n 
had prepared in praise of Konrad Ade- 
nauer. What they failed to add waV- 
rhat the Connecticut senator never actu- 
ally delivered the speeches. 

Failed to Report? j ust last month 
the columnists said Dodd had failed to 
report $60,000 raised as campaign con- 
tributions. Dodd said the money, raised 
at a 1961 testimonial dinner, was not to 



finance the 1964 campaign but to pay 
campaign debts left over from 19-58 and 
as such was not reportable. 

In the same March column discussing 
Dodd's 1961 income-tax returns the col- 
umnists said "the largest legal fee came 
from Jimmy Hoffas Teamsters union, 
which paid Dodd a whopping $50,000/' 
Dodds explanation: the fee resulted 
from a 1957 case (before he entered 
Congress) when he represented dissi- 
dent Teamsters fighting to put HofTa out 
of power; the Federal judge later or- 
dered Hoffa to pay the lawyers' fee for 
the dissidents. 

As the storm continued to gather last 
week, a dozen FBI agents were swarm- 
ing over Capitol Hill gathering evidence 
of die charges and countercharges. A 
.clojjti iriend of Dodds summed up the 
jti>uaHon this way: 

■'Tom Dodd and Drew Pearson are on 
a collision course. Its difficult to arrive 
at any other conclusion but that one or 
the other must be gravely injured or 
even destroyed at the outcome/ 1

"The society which retained 
me is headed by Mr. Abs. It is 
not engaged in lobbying for 
the return of German assets 
lor any other legislation. Neith 
rer is Mr. Abs and neither 
lam I. 

"Mr. Pearson prefers to ig- 
nore the fact that Mr. Abs was 
in the banking business in 
Germany at a time when all 
Germans had to live under the 
Hitler regime. Bankers were 
no more exempt from Hitler's 
dictates than anyone else in 
Germany. Mr. Abs survived 
the Hitler dictatorship and 
went on to make notable con- 
tributions to the Federal Re- 
public of Germany, which is 
one of our strongest and 
staunchest allies. 



"Finally, In describing me[ 
as the "founder of the Jewish 
War Veterans." the custodian 
of the .Washington Merry-Go-, 
Round gives evidence that he 
hitched one ride too many on

"The Jewish War Veterans 
organization was founded in 
1896 — before I was bora. 

"Moreover, the last time

Calls Columnist Unfair; Cites Syndicate Power 



The NEWS omits Drew Pear- 
son's column today and gives 
over the space to Julius Klein, 
who replies to a Pearson col- 
umn published March 26. Mr 

Klein's statement follows in 
part: 

To reiterate Drew Pearsons 
disagreement with me on on 
important issue of U.S.— Ger- 
man relations, Mr. Pearson, has 
invoked the journalistic tech- 
nique of Paul Joseph Goebbels. 
lie has played on the basest of 
human emotions, that of religi- 
ous prejudice, by reviving tone of 
the most tragic pages in history 
—Hitler's excesses against the 
Jewish people— a shameful era 
with which the present Ger- 
man government has nothing 
whatever to do. 

He has attributed points of 
view to "a majority of the Jew- 
ish people" which are not sup- 
ported by a single responsible 
leader of any major Jewish or- 
ganization. He cites the Jewish. 
War Veterans which like the 
American Legion, is support- 
ing the Smathers Bill. That's 
the JWV's right, but the organ- 
ization's view is not based on 
religious motivations, it takes 
its view as an organization of 
American veterans. 

The syndicate columnist 
whose judgements and assess- 
ment of facts is made avail- 
able to newspaper readers 
throughout the country wields 
an awesome power. The misuse 
of that power cannot be brush- 
ed aside by mock obeisances to 
the «acred institutions of great 
religious faiths. It cannot be 
dismissed with breezy referen- 
ces to the Catholic faith s "ob- 
ligation of confession", which 
Mr. Pearson invoked on March 
26 in a somewhat casual querst 
for absolution from a quality 
of newspaper reporting not to 
be found in the rawest alumnus 
of a school of journalism. 

Not very long ago, as history 
goes, Mr, Pearson was heatedly 
decrying the approach taken by 
the late Senator McCarthy to 
the communist conspiracy. In 
his frequent indictments of the 
late Senator, Mr. Pearson spent 
much of his rich store of in- 



dignation in identifying the 
McCarthy name with character 
assassination through techni- 
ques of innuendo and guilt 
by association. 

None of the abuses Mr. Pear- 
son attributed to the late Sen- 
ator McCarthy have been es- 
chewed by Mr. Pearson himself 
in his past attacks upon my 
business associates and me, and 
none have been more evident 
tftan in his latest column. 

I would not deny the right of 
any man, Mr. Pearson included, 
to take issue with me on any 
views I hold. I do challenge the 
honesty of Mr. Pearson's dis- 
sent, his flagrant abuse of the 
precious privilege he enjoys as a 
newspaperman, and the use he 
makes of the mass communi- 
cations available to him — in 
greater and quicker degree than 
to anyone he attacks— to dis- 
tort facts and bring down pub- 
lic obloquy on those with whom 
he disagrees. 

Millions of people can be 
made privy to Mr. Pearson's in- 
dictments on a single day, No 
defense can. be mustered by an 
accused individual before the 
charges against him have taken 
root in the public consciousness. 
And any defense at all is pro- 
hibitive for an individual who 
is without the resources to cor- 
respond with every newspaper 
carrying W. Pearson's accusa- 
tions. . . : . . 

The solaces Mr. Pearson re- 
posed in himself by his. tongue- 
in-cheek reference to the "ob- 
ligation of confession" of the 
Catholic Church did not defter 
him from pronouncing eternal 
damnation on Hermann J. Abs, 
a German financial leader and 
adviser to Chancellor Adenauer, 
who remained in Germany dur- 
ing the Nazi era— as did mil- 
lions of other Germans. 

If Mr. Pearson's .."Eleventh 
Commandment" were applied to 
all Germans who pursued their 
businesses or professions in Ger- 
many after Hitler seized power, 
such former German citizens as 
Doctors Wernher von Braun and 
Krafft— Ehricke should never 
have been admitted to the 
United States. Their contribu- 



tions to German rocketry, and 
the effect of that rocketry dur- 
ing World War II, are matters 
of history. It was Dr. von Braun 
as every American knows, who 
was responsible for putting our 
first satellite, the Explorer, into 
space and who continues to lead 
in this vital technology, which 
has resulted in our third satel- 
lite in orbit. They come within 
the purview of the Pearson Law 
of guilt— retroactive and ever- 
lasting—and the implications for 
the security of the United States 
and the free world are secret to 
no one, with the possible ex- 
ception of Mr. Pearson ♦ 

It is also, by now, of small 
moment that Mr. Pearson con- 
tinues to charge me with lobby- 
ing for the return of German 
asspts and reiterates that 
"Klein's self-advertised back- 
ground in Jewish veterans ac- 
tivities help make his lobbying 
efforts more effective." In any 
personal view I have ever voiced 
on the assets issue, I have never 
said that I was speaking lor 
anyone but myself, and . Mr. 
Pearson cannot offer evidence 
to the contrary because it 
dosen't exist. 

The views of julius Klein al- 
so cease to be important at the 
point where Mr. Pearson, on 
March 26, wrote: 

"One reason ; Klein is paid

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There are three phases of this specific case: 

(1) The theft of documents from Dodd's office.

We have completed our investigation concerning the theft 
of files from Senator Dodd's office. We are on record with the 
Department that this investigation has been completed, and the FBI 
will conduct no further investigation unless advised to the contrary 
by the Department. 

We have completed investigation with respect to phase two, 
i.e., the delivery of the Valachi manuscript to Anderson, allegedly 
by a Departmental employee. In this investigation we have definitely 
completed all outside inquiries and are on record with the Department 
that no interviews will be conducted with Departmental personnel 
unless we are requested to do so by the Attorney General. In this 
specific phase of the case we ascertained through investigation that 
no FBI file or Departmental file was involved. To the contrary, it 
was a manuscript of a book. 

The third phase of this case, which concerns whether or not 
Senator Dodd himself is to be investigated, on the basis of possible 
conflict of interest, bribery, or Internal Revenue evasion, is the 
specific phase of the case constantly being confused (undoubtedly on 
a deliberate basis) by Pearson" and Andersqn. In this phase of the 
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case we have obtained all of the documents, communications, 
et cetera, which Anderson has made available to us, and have 
furnished all of these items to the Department, We are on record 
with the Department that the FBI is conducting rio investigation 
unless advised to the contrary by the DepartmenTT 

The Department supposedly is going over these thousands 
of documents for the purpose of determining whether or not there 
is a violation of Federal law within FBI jurisdiction, Internal 
Revenue jurisdiction, or both. The Department has not indicated 
as yet whether investigation is desired in this phase of the case. 



Pursuant to the Directors instructions, we are going on 
record lagain today, with the Attorney General, clearly advising 
him of the above facts and indicating that no further investiga- 
tion is being conducted in phase one 'or phase two, and that in 
the absence of a request from the Department we are not conducting 
any investigation into the Pearson and Anderson charges (phase three 
against Dodd.

I have just checked with the FBI to determine whether there could have 
been a misunderstanding. , Both the FBI agent and myself clearly recall that 
the witnesses had agreed to tell what they know about Senator Qj&dcPs federal 
law violations with no strings attached. 

The seeming reluctance of both the Justice Department and the Select Senate 
Committee on Standards and Conduct to investigate Senator Dodd persuaded 
them that, if justice were to be done, they should tell what they know without 
reservation. 

They have beein available to give this information ev^ir since March 4th but 
no one has shown the slightest interest in it. They are still ready to give 
their information any time of the day or night, any day of the week.

The Attorney General has asked me to acknowledge your 
letter and respond to your questions about our meeting of 
March 23. 

1. I think your first point may he based on some mis- 
understanding arising from our meeting. You were then advised 
that, even assuming the documents in question had been obtained 
by third parties in violation of law, they would still constitute 
admissible evidence in a criminal prosecution. Therefore, there 
could be no such thing as "an official taint" nor any choice of the 
type you suggest - - whatever the facts might turn out to be. 

2. The statement that the FBI has ignored Mr. Anderson's 
three-week old offer to make several witnesses available is 
incomplete. What your letter does not state is that, on March 4, 
Mr. Anderson made the offer only on the condition that immunity 
be guaranteed to the witnesses. The FBI could not give such a 
guarantee and quite properly refused to do so. 

3. Your suggestion that, whether intended or not, we have 
intimidated your sources appears to be based on your belief that 
they are guiltless of any theft and that Senator Dodd is guilty of 
the allegations against him. Obviously, you and Mr. Anderson 
have very strong feelings both about Senator Dodd and about your 
sources. I mink, however, that both of you will appreciate that 
it would not be proper for tills Department to pre -judge the facts

Assistant Attorney General Fred M. Vinson, Jr., of 
the Criminal Division has furnished us a copy of the letter 
he directed to Drew Pearson 4/7/66 (not heretofore furnished^ 
to Bureau), in reply to a prior letter Pearson sent to the 
Attorney General. Vinson also made available a copy of a^ 
letter dated 4/12/66 which he, Vinson, received from Jack N. 
Anderson replying to certain portions of Vinson 's 4/7/66 
letter to Pearson. Vinson requests our comments with respect 
to a possible inconsistency between Anderson's letter and 
facts previously reported to the Department by the Bureau 
concerning Anderson's offer to make available his sources to 
the FBI.

There 
would appear to be no need to contact Anderson at this stage 
of the investigation and this should not be done in absence 
of prior Bureau authorization* It would seem logical that 
Senator Dodd should not be contacted until such time in the , 
investigation that wfo is in possession of sufficient facts 
upon which a thorough and intelligent interview can be conducted. 
Each interview should cover all three areas where pertinent 
and separate signed statements under oath should be obtained 
in those instances where the interviewee can provide pertinent 
data in more than one phase. Although each group of Agents 
will be responsible for the handling of one specific phase of 
the Investigation, it is not desired that more than one Inter* 
view be conducted with each Individual. The interviews should 
be correlated so that only one contact will be necessary with 
each person. 

There is to be no discussion of this matter with the 
Office of the V. S. Attorney and copies of reports are not to 
be furnished to the II. S. Attorney at this time. The Bureau 
cannot stress too strongly the need for conducting a most 
thorough investigation as expeditiously as possible. All 
significant developments are to be brought to the Bureau's 
attention on a current basis by appropriate communications.

Anderson, I might add, not 
having been arounS Washington 
as long as I, labors, under the 
impression that the\ FBI is 
anxious to root out and suppress 
wrong-doing wherever it may be 
—even m high places. 

The FBI, therefore, with An- 
derson's cooperation, photo- 
graphed every scrap of evidence 
we had. When some of the photos 
didn h t develop clearly, the FBI 
even came back and rephoto- 
, graphed.. 

Jack had also open workitig 
with half a dozen prospective 
witnesses, all former Dodd em- 
ployes, to tell the FBI what they 
knew of Dodd's misconduct. 
These were young people who 
had been shocked at what was 
happening in Dodd's* office and 
departed. They felt under moral 
obligation to report what was 
happening. 



ANDERSON offered to pro- 
duce these witnesses, no strings 
attached^for the FBL 

The G-men^cilled on the wit- 
nesses all right^frut didn't ask 
a single question about DodoY 
his conduct, whether hVhad di- 
verted funds from testimonial 
dinners to his own pocket arft?.^ 
whether he had acted on behalf 
of a foreign agent, Gen. Julius 
Klein. 

Instead the FBI cross-exa^KJ 
ined these young people abotot 
the aHeged theft of Dodd's docu- 
ments. They aiso heckied them 
about other stories Jack Ander- 
son and I had written, including 
how we got the unpublished 
manuscript of the Cos a Nostra 
squealer, Joe ValachL What this 
had to do with the Dodd case 
is hard to explain, but the FBI

THESE witnesses are clean- 
cut young men and women t who 
believe senators are not above 
the law and that it should not be 5 
against the law to document cor- 
ruption charges against a U.S. 
senator. They are not disgrun- % 
tied employes who came running" 
to us with information against 
their boss. We sought them out; 
it took weeks t? persuade them 
that their first loyalty should 
be to their country, not to Dodd. 

However, the public can judge 
for itself these witnesses if they 
are ever given a chance to tes- 
tify. 

As fast as the FBI discovered 
the identity of the witnesses > 
they were bullied and badgered, 
hounded and harassed.

Washington. 

This co!umn is supposed to report what gees 
on behind the scenes in Washington, so here 
Is a report on what has been going on behmd the 
scenes in the Sen. Tom Dodd investigation. 

Early in the development of this story, Jack 
Anderson notified the FBI ihat we had .certain 
. important documents pertaining to the ethics of 
a key Senator, and invited the FBI around to 
study and evaluate the documents, 

• Anderson, I might add, not having been 
around Washington as long as I, labors under the 
impression that the FBI is anxious to root out 
and surpress wrongdoing wherever jt may be- 
even in high places. 

The FBI, therefore, with Andersons coopera- 
tion, photographed every scrap of evidence we 
had. When some of ' the photos didn't develop - 
Clearly, the FBI even came' back and rephoto- 
graphed. 

Jack had also been working with half a dozen 
prospective witnesses, all former DGdd employes, 
to tell the FBI what they knew of Dodd s mis* 
conduct These were young people who had been 
shocked at what was happening in Dodd's office 
and .departed. They felt under moral obligation 
to report what was happening. 

Anderson offered to produce these witnesses, 
no strings attached, for the 'FBI. 

* * * 

The G-men called on the witnesses all right, 
but didn't ask a single question about Dodd, his 
conduct, whether he had diverted funds from 
testimonial dinners to his own pocket or whether 
he had acted on behalf of an agent lor a foreign 
power, Gen. Julius Klein. 

Instead, the FBI crossexamined these young 
people about the alleged theft of Dcdd's docu*- 
ments. They also heckled them about other 
stories Jack Anderson and I had written. 

These witnesses are clean-cut young men and 
women who believe Senators are not above the 
law and that it should not be against the law to 
document coruption charges against a U.S. Sen- 
ator. They are n6t disgruntled employes who 
:ame running to us with information against 
heir boss. We sought them out; it took weeks 
o persuade, them that their first loyalty should be 
o their country, not to Dodd. 



DREW PEARSON 

As fast as the FBI discovered the identity 
of the witnesses, they were bullied and badgered, 
hounded and harassed. One lost his job on & 
House committee; tne news of his dismissal came 
from Dodd's office. Another, who decided it was. 
his duty to testily against Dodd, felt it improper 
to remain in Dodd's office. Since submitting his. 
resignation, he has been unable to find another 
job. Others have had their jobs threatened. . 

One woman, seven months pregnant, was 
grimed by agents for three hours. 

Agents hauled some witnesses right into 
Dcdd's office for cross-examination and behaved 
as if they were .working for the Senator. Other' 
witnesses .were alternately soft -soaped and 
threatened with federal prosecution.. 

I have been around Washington a long tkne, 
but have never seen such an example of police 
state operation. 

Such investigations, of course, i!o n\>t happen 

by accident. They usually go beyond the Attor- 
ney General, Mr. Katzenbach, an awfully nice 
guy but a bit wishy-washy when it comes to 
standing up to the White House or the Senate 
Judiciary Commit tee, of which Tom Dodd is a 
member.' 

Such Investigations usually go right up 1o the 
President himself. Johnson has on his desk a 
direct private phone to J. Edgar Hoover. They 
are very old friends, dating back to the days 
when I used to visit in Johnson's home when 
he was a gawky young Congressman from Texas 
living just across the street from Hoover's well- 
appointed bachelor abode. 

Johnson is not only a friend of Hoover's but 
he is a friend of Dodd's. It takes a real friend 
to make the two trips he made to Connecticut 
to speak at testimonial dinners which raised 
$100,000 for Tom's personal bank account. 

Johnson did all ri^ht for Tom. He hoisted him 
to a choice position on the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, ahead of other Senators, a 
vantage point from which he was able to work 
more effectively for Gen. Klein. And he almost 
picked Tom to run with him for Vice President, 
.. Such is part of the inside story of what goes 
on in Washington. ....

The Senator was reminded that he 
had specifically requested an investigation of his so-called . 
derelictions. He stated this was true and he, of course, 
feared no investigation. The Senator stated that he was 
at a loss to know what the investigation would concern and 
it was suggested that he might desire to contact the_Depart-

At this point f Senator Dodd volunteered that he 
was undergoing great personal difficulties. He stated he 
had no mosey with which to defend himself, that his wife 
was in ill health, and that she had suffered a fall on 
May 8, 1966. Senator Dodd also stated that he was "going 
through hell" and it appeared that Peargo q and Ande rson 
were attacking everyone.

"I'll call you back 
as soon as I hear how he is." I put 
down the phone, thinking what a terrU 
ble thing It was that anyone would try 
to shoot President Kennedy, 

In this worried mood,,! went back ta 
John and Caroline, who were in th« 
j sitting room of the family suite. Caro- 
line was reading a book! hunched up i n 
an easy chair, and John was lying on 
his tummy, crayoning in a coloring book. 
It seemed the best thing to let them 
take their naps right away while I 
watted to find out just how badly their 
father had been hurt There was no 
point in saying anything to them 
about it. 

"Come along, children," I said, as 
brightly as possible. "It's time for your 
rest now. 1 ' They were as good as gold 
and went to their rooms without protests. 
John, once tucked down in his bed, fell 
asleep, while Caroline lay on top of tha 
covers, still reading her book, I went In* a 
my room for about 20 minutes, half ex- 
pecting a call from Miss Tuckerman, but 
nothing happened. Oddly enough, It 
never crossed my mind to switch on tha 
TV set. It was about 2 o'clock, and tKa 
inactivity was making me restless. I 
walked down the corridor toward the 
dining room and then saw one of the 
children's Secret Service detail, Bob 
Foster, leaning against the doorpost at 
the far end. He looked ghastly— pale- 
faced and ill, 

He hardly moved as I walked up to 
him and asked: "What's the matter?, 
Are you all right?" Never for a moment 
did I link the sight of him with the 
earlier phone call from Miss Tuckerman, 
When he looked up from the carpet his 
eyes were full of tears, and he stared 
blankly for what must have been several 
seconds before speaking. 

"The President's dead." 

That was all he said. Blunt, concise, 
straight to the heart. A hot and cold 
feeling sweyt o\.er me as the shock of It 
hit, coupled with a peculiar, unreal 
sensation inside. Foster spoke again and 
his voice seemed to come from mite* 
away. "Sit down ." He took my arm and 
sat me in one of the chairs In the corrl, 
dor. Then he put a hand over his face, 
and I remember Just sitting there as It 
for hours, trying to collect my thought*, 
only vaguely aware of Bob Fosfer belnj 
present, big and suntanned as he was. 

The President was dead and thera 
could be nu mistake. The tragedy was 
written all over Foster's face. When at 
last the truth had sunk in, I got up and 
walked in a complete daze to my room,

By DREW PEARSON 

WASHINGTO N — Thi s column 
is supposed to report what goes 
on behind the scenes in Wash- 
ington, so here is a report on 
] what has been going on behind 
[the scenes in the Sen, Tom 
! Dodd investigation. 

Early in our development of 
this story, Jack Anderson noti- 
fied the FBI that we had cer- 
tain important documents per- 
taining to the ethics of a key 
senator, and invited the FBI 
around to study and evaluate 
the documents. 

Mr. Anderson, I might add, 
not having been around Wash- 
ington as long as I, labors un- 
der the impression that the FBI 
is anxious to root out and sup- 
press wrong -doing wherever it 
may be— even in high places. 

The FBI, therefore, with Mr. 
Anderson's cooperation photo- 
graphed every scrap of evi- 
dence we had, When some of 
the photos diidn't develop clear- 
ly, the FBI even came back 
and rephotographed. 

Jack had also been working 
with half a dozen prospective 
witnesses, all former Dodd em- 
ployees, to tell the FBI what 
they knew of Dodd's miscon- 
duct. These were young people 
who had been shocked at what 
was happening in Dcdd's office 
and departed. They felt under 
moral obligation to report 
what was happening. 

Mr. Anderson offered to pro- 
duce ttosjiwitnesses, no strings 
attacne^for'the FBI. ■ 



— FBI Cross-Examines — 

The G-men called on the wit- 
nesses all right, but didn't ask 
a single question about Dodd, 
his conduct, whether he had di- 
verted funds from testimonial 
dinners to his own pocket and 
whether he had acted on behalf 
of a foreign agent, Gen. Julius 
Klein. 

Instead, the FBI cross-exam- 
ined these young people about 
the alleged theft of Dodd's doc- 
uments. They also heckled them 
about other stories Jack Ander- 
son and I had written, including 
how we got the unpublished 
manuscript of the Cosa Nostra 
squealer, Joe Valachi, What 
this had. to do with the Dodd 
case is hard to explain, but the 
FBI didn't try to explain it. 

These witnesses are clean-cut 
young men and women, who 
believe senators are not above 
the law and that it should not 
be against the law to document 
corruption charges against a 
U.S. senator. They are not dis- 
gruntled employees who came 
running to us with information 
against their boss. We sought 
them out; it took weeks to per- 
suade them that their first 
loyalty should be to their coun- 
try, not to Dodd. 

However, the public can judge 
for itself these witnesses if they 
are ever given a chance to 
testify. 

As fast as the FBI o^scover^ 
the identity of tji$-. witnesses, 
they were bullied and badgered, 
hounded and har*s$&d> One lost 
his job on a Hou><*e Ccanmitiee;

the news of his dismissal came 
from. Dodd's office. Another, 
who decided it was his duty 
to testify against Dodd, felt it 
improper to remain in Dodd's 
office. Since submitting his res- 
ignation, he has been unable to 
find another job. Others have 
had their jobs threatened. 

One woman, seven months 
pregnant, was grilled by agents 
for three hours. Another Senate 
employee, who simply had been 
gossiping about the case, hard- 
ly got back to his office before 
tile G*men descended upon him 
and pumped him to flind out 
what he knew. 

Agents hauled some 
right into Dodd's office for 
cross-examination and behaved 
as if they were working for the 
senator. Other witnesses were 
alternately soft - soaped and 
threatened with federal prose- 
cution. 

I have been around Washing- 
ton a long time, but have never 
seen such an example of police 
state operation. 

— Above J. Edgar Hoover — 

Such investigations, of course, 
do not happen by accident. 
They usually go beyond the 
Attorney General, Mr, Katzsn- 
bach, an awfully nice guy, but 
a bit wishy-washy when it 
comes to standing up to the 
White House or the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee of which Tom 
Dodd is a member. 

Such investigations usually 
go right up to the President 
himself . Mr. Johnson has. on his 
desk a direct private phone to 



J. Edgar Hoover. They are very 
old friends, dating back to the 
days when I used to visit in 
Lyndon's home when he was a 
gawky young congressman 
from Texas living just across 
the street from J. Edgar Hoov- 
er's well-appointed bachelor 
abode. 

Lyndon is not only a friend 
of Hoover's but he is a friend 
of Dodd's. It takes a real friend 
to make the two trips he made 
to Connecticut to speak at two 
testimonial dinners which rais- 
ed $100,000 for Tom's personal 
bank account. 
After the 1961 testimonial, 
s political lieutenant, Ed 
Sullivan, wrote to him: "Char- 
les McDonough (an insurance 
executive drove Vice President 
Johnson back to the airport 
from dinner. On the way, he 
told Charlie under no condition 
would he miss your dinner. He 
said he considers you and 
Grace (Mrs. Dodd) amongst 
the best friends of he and Mrs. 
Johnson, and considers you on 
the Senate floor the best friend 
he has." 

Lyndtfff did all right for Tom. 
He hoisted Mm to a choice po- 
sition on the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, ahead of 
other senators, a vantage point 
from which he was able to 
work more effectively for Gen. 
Julius Klein. And he almost 
picked Tom to run with him 
for vice president. 

Such is part of the inside

These were young people who had been 
shocked at what was happening in Dodd's 
office and departed. They felt under moral 
obligation to report what was happening.

THE FBI called on the witnesses all 
right, but didn't ask a single question 
about Dodd, his conduct, whether he had 
diverted funds from testimonial dinners to 
his own pocket and whether he had acted 
on behalf of a foreign agent, General Juli- 
us Klein. 

Instead, the FBI cross-examined these 
young people about the alleged theft of 
b o d d y s documents. They also heckled 
them about other stories Jack Anderson 
and I had written. 

As last as the FBI discovered the iden* 
lily of the witnesses, they were bullied and 
badgered, hounded and harassed. One lost 
his job on a House committee; the news of 
his dismissal came from Dodd's office. 



Another, who decided it was his duty to 
testify against Dodd, felt it improper to re- 
main in Dodd's office. Since submitting his 
resignation, he has been unable to find 
another job. Others have had their jobs 
threatened. 

Agents hauled some witnesses right 
into Dodd's office for cross-examination 
and behaved as ii s they were working for 
the Senator. Other witnesses were alter- 4 
nately soft-soaped and threatened with 
Federal prosecution, 

* * * 

OUCH INVESTIGATIONS, of course, do 
^ not happen by accident They usually 
go beyond the Attorney General, Nicholas 
Katzenbach, a nice guy, but wishy-washy 
when it comes to standing up to the White 
House or the Senate Judiciary Committee 
of which Tom Dodd is a member. 

Such investigations usually go right up 
to the President himself. Mr. Johnson has 
on his desk a direct private phone to J. 
Edgar Hoover, They are very old friends, 
dating back to the days when Mr. Johnson 
was a young Congressman from Texas. 

President Johnson is not only a friend 
of Hoover's but he is a friend of Dodd's. It 
takes a teal friend to make the two trips 
he made to Connecticut to speak at two 
testimonal dinners which raised $100,000 
for Dodd's personal bank account. 

Mr. Johnson did all right by Dodd. He 
hoisted him to a choice position on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
ahead of other Senators.

WASHINGTON — This column is 
supposed to report what goes on be- 
hind the scenes in Washington so here 
is a report on what has been going on 
behind the scenes in the Sen. Tom 
Dodd investigation. 

Early in our development of this story, 
Jack Anderson notified the FBI that 
we had certain important documents 
pertaining to the ethics of a key sena- 
tor, and invited the FBI around to study 
and evaluate the documents. 

Mr, Anderson, I might add, not hav- 
ing been around Washington as long 
as I, labors under the impression that 
the FBI is anxious to root out and 
suppress wrong- doing wherever it may 
be — even In high places. 

THE FBI, THEREFORE, with Mr. 
Anderson's cooperation, photographed 
every scrap of evidence we had. When 
some of the photos didn't develop clear- 
ly, the FBI even came back and re- 
photographed. 

Jack had also been working with half 
a dozen prospective witnesses, all for- 
mer Dodd employes, to tell the FBI 
what they knew of Dodd's misconduct. 
These were young people who had been 
shocked at what was happening in 
Dodd's office and departed. They felt 
under, moral obligation to report what 
was happening. 

Mr. Anderson offered to produce these 
witnesses, no strings attached, for the 
FBI. 

The G-men' called on the witnesses 
all right, but didn't ask a single ques- 
tion about Dodd> his conduct, whether 
he had diverted funds from testimonial 
dinners to his own pocket and whether 
he had acted on behalf of a foreign 
agent, Gen. Julius Klein. 



INSTEAD, THE FBI cross- examined 
these young people about the alleged 
theft of Dodd's documents. They also 
heckled them about other stories Jack 
Anderson and I had written, including 
how we got the unpublished manuscript 
of the Cosa Nostra squealer, Joe Va- 
lachi, What this had to do with the 
Dodd case is hard to explain, but the 
FBI didn't try to explain it. o 
[ These witnesses are clean-cut young [ 
jnen and women, who believe senators] 
^re not above the law and that it should! 
4ot be against the law to document cor-l 
ruption charges against a U.S. senator. 



They are not disgruntled employes who 
came running to us with information 
against their boss. We sought them out; 
it took weeks to persuade them v that 
their first loyalty should be to their 
country, not to Dodd, 

However, the public can judge for 
itself these witnesses if they are ever 
given a chance to testify. 

As fast as the FBI discovered the 
identity of the witnesses, they were 
bullied and badgered, hounded and ha- 
rassed. One lost his job on a House 
committee; the news of his dismissal 
came from Dodd's office. Another, who 
decided it was his duty to testify against 
Dodd, felt it improper to remain in 
Dodd's office. Since submitting his res- 
ignation, he has been unable to find 
another job. Others have had their jobs 
threatened. 

ONE WOMAN, SEVEN months preg- 
nant, was grilled by agents for three 
hours. Another Senate employe, who 
simply had been gossiping about the 
case, hardly got back to his office be- 
fore the G-men descended upon him

and pumped him to find out what he 
knew. 

Agents hauled some witnesses right 
into Dodd's office for cross-examination 
and behaved as if they were working for 
the senator. Other witnesses were alter- 
nately soft-soaped and threatened with 
federal prosecution. 

I have been around Washington a 
long time, but have never seen such an 
example of police state operation. 

Such investigations, of course, do not 
happen by accident. They usually go 
beyond the Attorney General, Mr. Kat- 
zenbach, an awfully nice guy, but a bit 
wishy-washy when it comes to standing 
up to the White House or the Senate 
Judiciary Committee of which Tom 
Dodd is a member. 

Such investigations usually go right 
up to the President himself. Mr. John- 
son has on his desk a direct private 
phone to J. Edgar Hoover. They are 
very old friends, dating beak to the days 
when I used to visit in Lyndon's home 
when he was a gawky young congress- 
man from Texas living just across the 
street from J. Edgar Hoover's well- 
appointed bachelor abode, 
'i Lyndon is not only a friend of Hoov- 
1 er's but he is a - friend of Dodd's. It 
takes a real friend to make the two 
trips he made to Connecitcut to speak 
at two testimonial dinners which raised 
$100,000 for Tom's personal bank ac- 
count. 

AFTER THE 1961 testimonial, Dodd's 
political lieutenant, Ed Sullivan, wrote 
to him: "Charles McDonough (an in- 
surance executive) drove Vice President 
Johnson back to the airport from din- 
ner. On the way, he told Charlie under 
no condition would he miss your dinner. 
He said he considers you and Grace ' 
(Mrs. Dodd) amongst the best friends 
cf he and Mrs. Johnson, and considers ; 
you on the Senate floor the best friend 1 
he has" ! 

Lyndon did all right for Tom, He 
hoisted him to a choice position on the 1

ahead of other senators, a vantage point . 
from which he was able to work more J 
effectively for Gen. Julius Klein.
